“‘No air raid warning signal
deyice shall be used in conjunc-
tion with any public celebration.

“‘Noise making -devices such
as sirens, whistles, horns,  etc.,
may be used for sounding of
any -signal or alarm authorized
by the community authorities
concerned provided that:the sig-
nal prescribed for the announce-
ment of an air raid is not used
for any other purpose.’

“It is to be noted that under
the above directive, no air raid
devbee installed
specifically for that. purpose, is
to be used in conjunction w!Lh
any public celebration.

“This means that the whistles
and sirens in Torrance used for
air raid warning: signals will not
be used to signal the end of
hostilities in Europe.”
